The contract was let for 
578,000. which is twice what the 1G,- 
000,000 or 11,000,000 packages of seeds 
a r e worth.

MANILA POSTAi-yMUDDLE. 


ConfflicttiiK Statements on to Condi- 


ticn of the Funds. 


There is a marked' discrepancy be- 


tween the reports of the condition la 
Philippine postal funds sent to Wash- 
ington; by special investigators from 
the poatoffice department and the war 
department respectively,,- Postmaster 
General Smith indicates that his man 
has found "everything all right." He 
declares that there Is no discrepancy in 
the .accounts and that the examiner 
who went over them "paid a high. trib- 
ute to the condition of -affaits." 


The .special auditor .of tie war <le- 


partjnent. however— the same oae who 
visited. Cxiba and uncovered the thefts 
of Neely and Ratbbone— was sent to 
Manila, and he has reported to the war 
department that "the accounts were in 
a tangled condition and :tbe situation 
extremely unsatisfactory."

This conflict of statement is reminis- 


cent of the fact that once upon a time, 
as the fabllsts say., ...a ..distinguished 
member of the postoffice department 
paid a visit to Havana.; and "supplied a 
New Tork paper with a glowing ac- 
count of the admirable manner in 
vrJiich Messrs. .

raised .soy beans iu 1000. Those reports 
came from 12 counties. One hundred 
and forty-nine farmers write that the 
soy bean is a profitable crop, 4-t have 
a favorable opinion, but need further 
trial; ;i-i re-port unfavorably, and S3 
think the crop a total failure. The oth- 
ers did not express an opinion. 


Mcst of the, successful farmers pUw- 


ecl and harrowed their ground as for 
surface planting of corn. A few listed 
or double listed, either listing shallow 
or else harrow iug the furrows nearly 
full.

Last year occurred a most remarka- 


ble .• outbreak ou the Pacific coast in 
British Columbia of an injurious insect 
named the variegated cutworm, and it 
extended also, through.' Washington and 
Oregon into Idaho, according to Dr. 
Fletcher of the Canadian experimental 
farms. From his report this cutworm 
seems to have caused enormous loss 
in all garden crops. 
It amounted, in 


'fact, to a plague, as it attacked not 
only torn-toes, cabbages, onions and 
.tlie'like, hut cleared out whole fields of 
peas ami corn, as -n-ell as carrots, pota- 
toes and other root crops. 


With the cut Worms of this visitation 


everything green seemed to "go." 
They appeared iu luillirms, damaged 
grain almost as Tjacllj- as does the aruiy 
worm, ad; the fleshy outside pod of 
"jieas, sc-oopwl out holes and lived in- 
side of carrots, nr.iugels and tomatoes, 
Injured trees, fruit and flowers,, de- 
voured tobacco,, tasted the hop crop, 
fed nipht and day and altogether ire- 
haved iu such an unheard of manner 
ns to fill the farmers with consterna- 
tion. 
' 


Fortunately not all the cutworms arc 


SiK'!i voracious and general feeders as 
the "variegated," which IP said to bo 
larger and heavier bodied than the or- 
dinary kinds. 


However, sciciu-o and practice have 


combined to lay ilovrn sure and safe 
campaigning lines against cutworms of 
whatever degree of mischief. Briefly. 
the accepted procpvdiuss as advised 
by the Canadian entomologist, already 
mention^1., consist of (It tiic 'wtul- 
liiff of freshly set out annual planes 
witli is'n^s of paper or tlu; (-) tl.e 
poisoning of the caterpillars either 
with traps of fresh vegetation tie'l in 
bundles and, after being dipped, is a 
mixture of parts screen and water or 
other poison distributed at short ln> 
tcrvals over Infested land when the 
cutworms appear. A niodfTication of 
this remedy which has given satisfac- 
tion, <>\vii!£ to its efficacy and the ease 
with which it can ')(> prepared and ap- 
plied, is known as the poisouet! bran 
remedy. This consists merely of bran 
moistened -with swtwttsued water fUKi 
paris green mixed in tbe proportion of 
one pound of paris green to 5t' pounds 
o'f bran.

The venti- 
lation seems to be enough for this cli- 
mate (Adams county, Ills.) tinder a trial 
of four winters— south of the fortieth 
parallel and three miles east of the 
Mississippi river. 


Second Irrigation of 


The effect of a second irrigation of 


alfalfa to induce germination was stud- 
ied at the Stew Mexico station. After 
tbe first irrigation tbe plats formed a 
hard surface crust about one-fourth of 
an inch thick and cracked into lai-ge 
cakes in drying. Some seed germinat- 
ed and were Just showing their seeei 
leaves In the cracks when a portion of 
the plat received a second irrigation. 
Plats thus irrigated gave a poorer 
stand of alfalfa without exception than 
those irrigated but once. This was due 
largely to the filling up of the cracks 
in the crust with sediment and thus 
smothering many of the young alfalfa 
plants.
